JOHANN SEBASTIAN BACH’S THE WELL-TEMPERED 
CLAVIER & CHOPIN’S ETUDES 

The Well-Tempered Clavier is a collection of pieces by Bach, the father of all 
music, for the instruction of his sons and students. There are two volumes of 
24 pieces each, covering all major and minor keys. Each piece is composed of 
two smaller ones: a prelude and a fugue. 

Chopin’s Etudes were written after the pattern of Bach’s Clavier, as a col¬ 
lection of 24 practice pieces. The collection contains many works, such as 
“Tristesse,” “Black Keys,” and “Revolutionary,” that overflow with beautiful 
melodies and harmonies which could only have been composed by the poet of 
the piano. 

Both collections are unavoidable stops on the path of a young person aspiring 
to be a pianist, and they are required playing for a wide range of competitions, 
from school to international level. 


JOHANN SEBASTIAN BACH’S WELL-TEMPERED CLAVIER, BOOK 1: 
PRELUDE AND FUGUE NO. 13 IN F-SHARP MAJOR BWV858 


This prelude, consisting of two simple melodies, was composed in the slightly 
unusual time signature of 12/16. This combines the steady rhythm of four-beat 
time with the lilt of three-beat time, and this, coupled with the major key 
sound, creates a warm, comfortable atmosphere. 

The following fugue progresses with three intertwining melodies. What makes 
this fugue a challenge is that, in order to play three melodies with two hands, 
the pianist must play multiple melodies with a single hand. Another important 
point in performing this piece is that the pianist must reconstruct the dizzying 
development of the piece by playing the sonorous, expressive sections and the 
sad, mournful sections all with the same limited set of musical patterns.

YOUR LIE IN APRIL FEATURED MUSIC 


CHOPIN’S ETUDES OP. 10, NO. 4 IN C-SHARP MINOR 


Among Chopin’s works, which are known for their sweetness, this piece is like a 
very angry and excitable man who has suddenly been shoved onto center stage. It is 
a highly technical piece, including high-speed passages that alternate from the right 
hand to the left, several leaps to distant chords, and a wide contrast between piano 
(soft) and forte (loud). 

It’s easy to overlook, hiding in the shadows of the difficult technical elements of 
this piece, but the important thing musically is how the pianist plays the prominent 
chords. Of course the right and left hands need to be balanced, but there must also 
be balance between the finer notes and the relaxed chord progression, and whether 
or not a pianist can draw out that balance is an important key to the success of the 
performance.

In Japan, almost every student in school is 
in a club (at some schools, it’s required).
